Powers, and all of the men who have 
been fugitives from justice are at lib- 


erty to return to Kentuel without 


fear of arrest. | 

Since the indictments were returned 
against the men, over eight years ago, 
ex-Gov. Taylor and ex-Secretary of 
State Finley, have been in Indiana. 
and two requisitions for the return to 
Kentucky have been refuse! by Gov- 
ernors of the Hoosier State. 

Davis and Whittaker have been un- 
der bond and have remained in Ken- 
tucky. Steele has been in St. Louis, 
while the whereabouts of Capt. Powers, 
who is a brother of Caleb Powers, is: 
unknown. 

Since Gov. Willison granted pardous 
to Caleb Powers and Jim Howard he 
has been besieged with applications for 
pardons for the other men indicted for 
the Goebel murder, and, while a few 
of the friends of the Goebei faction op- 
posed the pardons, as they dd those 
of Powers and Howard, a majority — 


“the Democrats of the State concur 


in the applications, believing that with 
the freedom of Powers and Howard 
there would be no chance fer a con- 
viction of any of the others. and that 
it would be best to clear the State of 
political stigma. 

The applications for the pardons of 
the men were recently presented to 
Gov. Willison by Caleb Powers and 
Dr, Finley, brother of Charlies Finleya 

Three other men are still under in- 
diet went for the Goebel murder—Fran« 
Cecil, William Culton and Wharton 
Golden—all of whom were used during 
the Powers and Howard trials as wit- 
nesses for the prosecution. Culton and 
Golden are now believed to be in Ari- 
zona, while Cecil is either in St. Louis, 
Mo., or East St. Louis, III., the latter 
place being his home during the last 
trial of Caleb Powers. 

It is now said Commonwealth Attor- 
ney Robert Franklin will ask that the 
indictments against these men be dis- 
missed, as they were being held only. in 
the event Taylor and Finley and the 
others were returned to Kentucky to 
be tried. They turned State's evidence 
shortly after the Goebel killing. 

Henry E. Youtsey, now serving a life

} vada Politics, and Once President 


Young of Los Angeles, known in Cal- 
ifornia as a successful end wealthy oi] 
operator, are urging his appointment 
as Ambassador to Mexico. That is the 
news that came from Washington last 
night. Mr. Young was surprised to 
learn thet the efforts in his behalf had 
become public, but admitted that his 
name had been discussed among 
friends whe are close to the adminis- 
tration. 
“I have made no application for the 
post of Ambassador to Mexico,” he said 
at his bachelor apartments at Hotel 
Touraine at No. 447 Sduth Hope street, 
last night, “but I would not decline the 
honor. The press dispatches have an- 
nounced within the last few days that 
Editor Harvey W. Scott of the Port- 
land Oregonian will not accept a ten- 
der of the appointment. Some friends 
have written to me concerning the Am- 
bessadorship, among them Hon. D. R. 
Wiliams, who was for several years 
judge of the Superior Court at Manila 
and secretary of the Philippine Com- 
mission at the time Mr. Taft was Gov- 
ernor of the islands. 

Nearly two years were s by Mr. 
Young in Mexico inspecting fir® a con- 
cession of several million acres on the 
west coast in which Capt. Porfirio Diaz, 
a son of President Diag, is interested, 
and later a concession on the Gulf 
Coast held by Percy N. Furber and 
Berna and Louis de la Bara, brothers 
of the present Ambassador from Mex- 
leo to the United States. He assisted 
Furber and the De la Baras in organ- 
izing the Ol Fields of Mexico Com- 
pany. During hi stay in Mexico Mr. 
Young was associated with many in- 
fluential men in addition to those men- 
tioned and he would not be an entire 
stranger in the City of Mexico. Since 
coming to California he has held aloof 
from politics. 

It was in Huron county, Ohio, fifty- 
seven years ago, that Mr. Young was 
born, and he was graduated from Ohio 
Wesleyan University. Former Vice- 
President Charies Fairbanks was a 
student there at the same time and 
they formed a friendship which hes 
continued to the present. He went to 
Nevada in 1877, There he became active 
in politics, managing the first cam- 
paign of former United States Senator 
Stewart, who died yesterday. He was 
State superintendent of schools of Ne- 
vada trom 1883 to 1887, and was pres- 
ident of the National Educational As- 
sociation in 1886 and 1887. 

He came to California in 1887, and 
during the first three years of res- 
dence in this State, spent much of his 
time at Washington as attorney and 
land agent to secure approval of schoo! 
land selections for Nevada. Subse- 
quently he embarked in the eil business 
and has since given his attention ex- 
clusively to that. He now has large 
interests at Kern River, McKittrick, 
Midway, Newport and other places.

Capt. Broadhead asserted that he 
had borrowed the money from Police 
Surgeon Quint on his note for $1500, 
given on August 20, and this note was 
placed in evidence as an exhibit. 

Dr. Quint corroborated Capt. Broad- 
head in this regard and said that he 
had gone to his private box at the 
Commercial National Bank, and se 
cured the cash. 

‘It is possible that the date is mixed, 
but investigation by the officers of the 
District Attorney apparently shows 
that Dr. Quint did not go near his safe 
deposit box on August 20. According 
to the records of the bank, Dr. Quint 
did not disturb the contents of his safe 
deposit box at any time in the month 
of August.

the States of the Union by New York with 
238,252 orders, representing $3,913,701, against 
California’s 75,322 orders, representing $1,818,587.

It will be noted that in each of these three States 


the number of money orders sent abroad exceeded 
those of California by thousands, while their total 
value was largely less, proving that people living 
in California have more money available for this 
purpose than the people of other States; even in 
New York State the individual value of the inter- 
national money orders issued must have been far 
emaller than those of California, because New 
York’s number was more than three times as many, 
and their total value only about 60 per cent. more.

The area of China, with its population of over 
400,000,000, is but little more than that of the 
United States, while Australasia has an area of 
nearly the same extent as China. The Flowery 

with Japan added, then the Philippines 
and the Dutch possessions along the Straits Set- 
tlements, number about 500,000,000 souls. If we 
add the population of the United States west of 
the Rocky Mountains, that of western British Co- 
lumbia, the Spanish-American population along the 
west coast of the continent, and then Australasia 
to this, we shall get half the human race ranged 
along the shores of the Pacific Ocean. 

These Pacific countries are only just budding. 
The British possessions, those of the United States 
and those of Latin America are barely starting the 
development of their natura! resources and only be- 
ginning to acquire population. The Mongol coun- 
tries on the other side of the ocean, while they 
teem with population approximating so nearly to 
that of half the human race, are but just scratch- 
ing their soil, and have still less developed their 


commerce with foreign nations. If we can stretch 
our imagination to a time to come when California 


shall have a population as dense as that of Japan, 


being a State with 50,000,000 souls, with a similar 
growth of all the other Aryan races, we see on the 
shores of the Pacific as many people as there are 
upon the whole globe today. Let us picture to our- 
selves a day when the vast mineral resources of 


China shall have been developed, when the mag- 


nificent waterways of that empire shall furnish 
electric current by millions of horse power to run 


factories and mills, and when the commerce of these 
Mongolian countries shall take rank with that of 
the United States or England of this day in pro- 
portion to wealth, What a magnificent picture of 


activity we have! 


Right now the western half of the United States 
of the precious metals about $80,000,000 
annually in gold and $75,000,000 in silver.

We have the greatest production of 
the precious metals ever known in the world; for, 
be it noted, not only are the gold and silver of 
California and Colorado and the copper of Arizona 
and Montana tributary to this western coast and 
therefore to the future of the Pacific Ocean, but 
also all the metals of Australia produced upon the 
shores of this vast sea. Besides the precious metals 
we have vast deposits of the useful ones. With 
opulation, mineral wealth, vast rivers capable of 

ng converted into electric power, the future of 
the territory we are considering from the industrial 
point of view defies the imagination. With the 
growth of population, with the rise in plane of liv- 
ing sure to come to the Mongolian races of the 
Orient as an incident of all this development, we 
shall have a commerce so vast that mathematics 
would almost fail to figure its extent.

Chamber of Commerce Calls Upon 


Trustees for Survey of Outer Mar- 
bor and an Estimate of 


SAN PEDRO, April 23.—At a . 


ing of the Executive Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce last night, a 
resolution was adopted requesting the 
Trustees to direct the City Engineer 
to make a survey of the outer har- 
bor, and an estimate of the probable 
cost of constructing municipal docks. 

The object of this survey is to de- 
termine the cost of such improve- 
ments, with a view of petitioning the 
Trustees to call a special election to 
bond the city of San Pedro and con- 


regarding the amount of the pro- 
posed bonds but this question was dis- 
cussed. The assessed valuation of the 


j city of San Pedro is about $7,000,000, 


and the maximum amount of bonds 
that might be voted for this or other 
public improvements is limited to ap- 
proximately a million dollars. 

The resolution does not ask that 
any particular plan for improvement 
be ted, or that any recommenda- 

for a means of reaching the pub- 
lic docks be made. The idea of bond- 
ing the city for municipal docks is 
not a new one. It has been pro 
at various times, but the cost of 
reaching the docks in the outer har- 
bor has been a serious drawback. 

Those opposed to such a bond issue, 
advance the argument that Los An- 
geles with an assessed valuation of 
$255,000,000, could easily assume the 
cost of such improvements in case of 
consolidation, without its being a bur- 
den, whereas a bond issue upon the 
property of San Pedro alone would be 
a heavy tax. If San Pedro alone 
should tesue the bonds this city would 
have to assume the whole cost. 
Should consolidation be effected and 
the consolidated city be bonded. San 
Pedro would have to pay her part of 
the debt at the ratio of one doliar to 
thirty-six.
